of the most surprised men in Middlesex 
County, at the present time, must be the gen- 
tlemen who sit as Middlesex County Commis- 
sioners, in East Cambridge. 

As the law requires, the Middlesex County 
budget is annually submitted to the Legislature 
for appropriation, within the usual practices. 
Sometimes our Legislature cuts down on some 
items. Sometimes an item may be deleted entire- 


ly. 

But this year it was the reverse, for when 
the Middlesex County Budget was printed, in the 
State House, there was an additional $15,500 
that no one had asked for. Furthermore, no one 
seems to know how it got into the budget in the 
first place. 

The $15,500, it would seem, is to guarantee 
a job for two people unknown to this paper, but 
undoubtedly known in some place in the State 
House. These people would have a guaranteed 
salary, would not be under the control of the 
Middlesex County Personnel Board, and their pay 
would come partly from funds already paid in 
for retirement by other county employees and 
partly from the good old taxpayer. What could 
be sweeter? 

We refer our Legislators to Item 25, in the 
Middlesex County Budget. The portion that has 
been added (Italics supplied for emphasis) 
reads: 

Including the position of Executive 
tary of the Middlesex County Retirement Board 
at a minimum annual salary of not less than 
$8,000 per year, and the position of Admini- 
strative Assistant of said board at a minimum 
salary of $7,500 per year, both of whom shall 
be appointed by the said Middlesex County Re- 
tirement Board on the effective date of this

Some were curious, but some weren't.’ They 
were upset, and in some cases mad, because the 
Selectmen had seen fit to set the closing time 
for the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting 
for 5 pm Friday. 

Naturally these people were interested in 
having an article in the warrant. Some of them 
were asking if they could contest the decision 
because it gave them so little time. 

It just so happens that the Selectmen were 
perfectly within their rights. A Town Meeting 
doesn't have to be just for the convenience of 
a particular person, or group of persons, and 
the Selectmen are fully empowered to call a 
Town Meeting for the consideration of just one 
item - such as may be the case at the moment. 

Whether or not such a move is always wise is 
another question. When there are a lot of con- 
troversial items people are liable to attend in 
crowds. When, as may be the case here, there 
are no controversial items, they may not attend 
at all, and then there is a possibility of No 
Quorum, and consequently No Town Meeting.

it has been in operation for 
three or four years, 
Pointing out that the old 
method of assessing towns is 
far out of date, and perhaps 
hopelessly out of date, Chad- 
wick proposes that the asses- 
sement be entirely by the pop- 
ulation of the various toms 
and cities - 10 cents for each 
inhabitant. 
With 2% million people in the 
area of 46 towns and cities 
the money would thus be avail- 
able. 
Chadwick wants the levy a- 
gainst towns and cities to 
consist of 3% cents, with the 
state providing 1% cents. Then 
under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 701 of the Federal Hous- 
ing and Home Finance Act, the 
Federal Government would match 


;the monies with a similar sum. 


But, he said, although the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
could find $160,000 for a 
raise for the State Police, 
they declare that they cannot 
find the $37,500 which this 
would cost the Commonwealth. 
It might be necessary to 
either cut the budget, or to 
increase the cost in towns and 
cities to five cents per capi- 
ta, in order to get the Plan- 
ning started. 
Two Governors Approve 

The bill, he told his audi- 
ence, had the approval of 


Foster Furcolo, when hé was 
Governor of Massachusetts, and 
now has the approval of John 
Volpe, the present Governor, 
Senate Blocks Passage 

Five years ago, when the bill 
was first introduced by Mr. 
Chadwick, he had no friends in 


the Legislature to urge pass- 
age. Since then others have 
come to see the value of the 
Regional Planning, and in the 
past year and in this year he 
had plenty of assistance in 
appearing before the various 
House Committees. 

The House passed it last year 
and probably will again this 
year, Chadwick said. 

But the bill was stopped in 
the Senate. He feels that the 
Senators do not yet understand 
the implications and services 
that Regional Planning can 
achieve, for the various com- 


munities. 

The bill, so far this year, 
has been approved by the House 
Metropolitam Affairs committee 
and is now in the Ways and 
Means Committee. 

Chadwick is hoping for a suc- 
cessful year. If he doesn’t 
get the bill passed he will 
again submit it, he told his 
audience, and added that Gov. 
Volpe has said that if he can 
just get a part of it through 
that can be a starter, to be 
improved in future years.
